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National Universities Week is here 


Investing in our Future is the theme of 
this year’s National Universities Week, 
beginning tomorrow (Oct. 24). 

The week (actually nine days) is Cana¬ 
da’s third celebration of higher educa¬ 
tion. The previous NUWs were held in 
1983 and 1985. 

At UVic and on other campuses across 
the country, programs of public interest 
are being highlighted to encourage Can¬ 
adians to take a close look at what uni¬ 
versities can offer their communities. 
NUW organizers also emphasize that 
the week provides university supporters 
with an occasion to emphasize the need 
for adequate and sustained public sup¬ 
port of Canadian higher education and 
research. 


Programs being highlighted at 
UVic—outlined in this Ring’s 
Calendar, page 4—represent a typical 
week in the life of the university. 
Through newspaper and radio ads, fly¬ 
ers, and displays in city bookstores of 
faculty publications, the Victoria public 
is being encouraged to take advantage 
of the variety of events offered at UVic 
this week, and every week. 

NUW is a co-operative effort of 
national, regional and provincial uni¬ 
versity associations, national faculty 
and student organizations and the Pub¬ 
lic Affairs Council on Education. 

According to Kenneth L. Ozmon, co¬ 
chair of the program organizing com¬ 
mittee and President of Saint Mary’s 


University, the purpose behind the week 
is to make more people aware that uni¬ 
versities are part of their day-to-day 
lives. “We may not always see the con¬ 
nection between the work going on in 
our universities and our own well 
being—as individuals and as a society. 
This program is simply a means of help¬ 
ing people make these connections.” 

“For the past decade or so, higher edu¬ 
cation right across Canada has been 
harmed because of insufficient levels of 
support,” says Ozmon. 

“This is a situation that cannot go on 
indefinitely and if it continues, we’re 
going to have to make Canadians see 
higher education as an election issue.” 

In addition to the special events that 


are being planned for individual cam¬ 
puses, a series of nation-wide initiatives 
are being undertaken by the week’s 
organizing committee around the 
Investing in our Future theme. These 
include television and radio public ser¬ 
vice announcements, special supple¬ 
ments to news publications, and a 
program of public speaking engage¬ 
ments by university presidents. 

The National Forum on Post- 
Secondary Education, sponsored by the 
Secretary of State and co-ordinated by 
the Council of Ministers of Education, 
will kick off the week with a conference 
to be held in Saskatoon (see story this 
issue). 


Classroom utilization becomes Senate problem 


“Classroom utilization at UVic is 
incredibly uneven,” Vice-President, 
Administration, Trevor Matthews told 
the Senate at its October 7 meeting. “We 
have very low utilization on Monday 
mornings, Friday afternoons and late 
afternoons of practically every day,” he 
elaborated. 

UVic President Howard E. Petch 
agreed, saying “Our utilization is poor. 
It is down to about 50 per cent every 
noon hour, and this puts tremendous 
pressure on our cafeterias. We’ve 
reached the point that Senate has got to 
deal with the problem.” 

These remarks were prompted by a 
classroom utilization report issued in 
July, prepared by Alan Wilson and 
David Wang of Institutional Analysis. 
According to the report, only 33 per cent 
of classrooms are in use on Monday 
mornings at 8:30 a.m. fewer than half 
the classrooms are in use at 12:30 p.m. 
every day but Wednesday; and on most 
afternoons, classroom utilization drops 
below 50 per cent from 3:30 p.m. on. On 
Friday afternoons, the utilization rate is 
22% at 2:30 p.m. and drops to 4 per cent at 
3:30 p.m. 

By contrast, over 80 percent of class¬ 
rooms are being used from 9:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. on Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The most popular time slot is Wednes¬ 
day at 10:30 a.m., when 87% of the class¬ 
rooms are in use. 

In general, utilization rates have been 
rising slowly over the past five years. 
UVic’s overall daytime room use rate 
was 66.6 per cent in 1986-87. This is up 
from 60.2 per cent for the previous year. 

There has been a slight upward trend 
in both daytime and evening classroom 
utilization over the past five years. And 
rooms" in general have been getting 
fuller—ranging from 39.2 per cent occu¬ 
pied seats in 1981-82 to last year’s 45.1 
per cent. 

Scheduling Officer Ron Stevens 
points out that room utilization levels 
around the noon hour and during late 
afternoons also have been on the 
increase over the past several years. 


Stevens says that his office was pre¬ 
pared for handling room assignments in 
view of this year’s enrolment surge. 
When classrooms filled up, departments 
were informed and larger rooms were 
booked when available. 


In addition, extra classroom space 
was created by expanding two seminar 
rooms and splitting a larger classroom 
into two rooms in Clearihue. 

In his remarks to the Senate, Mat¬ 


thews said that UVic has adequate 
classroom space for our enrolment 
according to the space allocation for¬ 
mula used by the now-defunct Universi¬ 
ties Council. 




Televised lecture introduced 

Classes are getting larger and ways of accommodating more first year students are 
being found. This is the first year that UVic’s Audio Visual & Television Services 
has been recruited to expand one large classroom into two. When Dr. David Ballan- 
tyne’s popular first year biology class overflowed the David Lam Auditorium in the 
MacLaurin Building , A V & TV brought in their equipment to televise the class for 
viewing in a neighboring classroom. The Lam Auditorium holds 323 students , and 
when it is full from 20 to 35 students are directed to the televised lecture. The 
approach is working “fairly well” reports Ballantyne. “Most students prefer being 
in the room with the instructor—students and faculty are not ecstatic—but this 
approach is used only in first year. It is used at other universities—it is used a lot at 
the University of Manitoba for first year biology , for example.”

Forum looks at future 
of education 


The following article has been sub¬ 
mitted to The Ring by the Business 
and Industry Development Centre 
on campus. The BIDC is encourag¬ 
ing technology transfer between 
the university and industry. 

Sooner or later, most students are faced 
with the task of analyzing quantities of 
data, and for many this can be a formid¬ 
able prospect. 

Dr. J.A. McCarter, recently retired 
from the Department of Biochemistry 
and Microbiology at UVic has developed 
a computer software package especially 
for students, aimed at taking some of the 
headache out of statistics. 

Existing statistics programs for 
microcomputers are expensive: one 
package comparable to McCarter’s costs 
$495 U.S. Another is free to members of a 
computer club, but in McCarter’s opin¬ 
ion, it has an inadequate manual. “Pro¬ 
grams that are poorly or incompletely 
documented make it especially hard for 
inexperienced students,” he says. 

By comparison, McCarter’s software 
is easy to use. It continually prompts, 
giving the user a choice of answers at 
every step, and the opportunity to ask 
questions. The student who has doubts 
about any particular analysis can 
request more information. “Each pro¬ 
gram has an introduction that describes 
exactly how the analysis works,” 
McCarter explains. “In addition,” he 
says, “the software is accompanied by a 
manual containing detailed documenta¬ 
tion.” 

On a single diskette, McCarter has 
included over 55 different programs. 
Each carries out a standard statistical 
procedure such as the chi-square test, 
binomial distribution, regression and 
correlation, analysis of variance, and 
non-parametric tests. 

McCarter says his goal was to create a 
statistics software package that would 
be completely accessible to students.

“This series of programs will do all the 
standard statistical calculations, but is 
instructive as well. By using it, the stu¬ 
dent can learn about statistics.” 

And you can’t beat the price. McCarter 
plans to sell his diskette for $35. 

The programs are written for IBM 
compatible computers, and can be run 
on the IBM PC/XT or IBM PC AT. A 
manual listing all the programs in Basic 
will also be available for those who have 
other types of computers and wish to 
write the programs themselves from the 
book. Several publishers are interested 
in McCarter’s software package, and he 
expects it to be available soon on cam¬ 
puses across Canada. 


Maurice Strong, Claude Castonguay and 
Rosemary Brown will be the keynote 
speakers at the opening of the National 
Forum on Post-Secondary Education on 
Oct. 25, in Saskatoon. 

The forum, designed to explore the chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities facing Canada’s 
colleges and universities in preparation 
for the 21st Century, is being jointly spon¬ 
sored by the federal and provincal govern¬ 
ments. It marks the first time in Canada’s 
history that the two levels of government 
have embarked on a joint venture in the 
field of education. 

The keynote speakers are to address the 
social and economic factors which will 
have to be taken into account in the future 
development of Canada’s post-secondary 
education systems, according to a news 
release from the Forum Secretariat. 

Strong, currently Chairman and Presi¬ 
dent of American Water Development 
Incorporated, in Denver, Colorado, is a 
Canadian who has occupied senior posts 
in a variety of international organiza¬ 
tions. His address to the Forum is to pro¬ 
vide his assessment of the social and 
economic forces at work in the global 
society, which Canadian educational sys¬ 
tems must take into account. 

Castonguay, currently Chairman of the 
Board and Chief Executive Officer of the 
Laurentian Group Corporation, and 
newly-appointed Chancellor of the Uni¬ 


versity of Montreal, is to give his percep¬ 
tion of the evolution of Canadian society 
and the national and regional implica¬ 
tions for Canada of the major interna¬ 
tional trends. 

Brown, currently the Ruth Wyn Wood¬ 
ward Professor at Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity, was a prominent member of the 
Opposition in the British Columbia Legis¬ 
lature for 14 years. A social worker by 
profession, she has become well-known, 
nationally and internationally, as an acti¬ 
vist on social and women’s issues. She 
also will address the implications for Can¬ 
ada of International trends. 

The introductory session for the forum 
on Oct. 25 will focus on the socio-economic 
environment for education. Workshop dis¬ 
cussions over the next two days will be on 

• challenges and opportunities facing 
post-secondary education 

• accessibility to and participation in 
the post-secondary education system 

• the framework for managing and 
financing post-secondary education. 

Invitations to the Forum have been 
mailed to more than 500 participants, 
says Dr. Brian Segal, chairperson of the 
National Forum Committee. 

The outcome of workshop discussions 
on the major themes of the Forum will be 
received at the concluding plenary ses¬ 
sion on Oct. 28. 


World’s largest Betjeman Archive at UVic 


UVic now holds the world’s most exten¬ 
sive archival collection of Britain’s 17th 
Poet Laureate, Sir John Betjeman. 

The Betjeman collection in the McPher¬ 
son Library’s Special Collections Div¬ 
ision, begun in 1972, has been nearly 
doubled since the poet’s death in 1984, 
with the assistance of a recent $33,000 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council grant and $8,000 from the 
University. 

Rare Book Librarian Howard Gerwing, 
through whose efforts the collection has 
come to UVic, says of the expanded 
archive “It’s far more important than the 
collected works of a poet. In particular, Sir 
John’s correspondence files and letters 
from people from every walk of life reveal 
much about the modem world. The his¬ 
tory of humanity in the 20th Century is 
caught on these numerous pieces of 
paper.” 
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A good deal of worldwide interest has 
been generated through the Betjeman col¬ 
lection, Gerwing points out. “Whenever 
an important private archive becomes 
public, scholars understandably want to 
examine it. People such as John Murray, 
the London publisher John Payne, the 
University of Texas Librarian Sir Rupert 
Hart Davis, and dozens more have con¬ 
sulted the Betjeman Papers.” 

When Special Collections began collect¬ 
ing Betjeman material seriously in 1972, 
just prior to Betjeman being named Poet 
Laureate, the poet was being forced to 
move from his home of many years in 
London’s Smithfield Market, which was 
being redeveloped. His papers were origi¬ 
nally slated for the University of Texas, 
but through a series of events they were 
offered instead to UVic. 

UVic was the appropriate buyer in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia because of a tri-university 
agreement: UVic concentrates on modern 
British literature; UBC collects Canadian 
and early English; and Simon Fraser col¬ 
lects American literature. 

Betjeman approved of the choice of 
UVic. He had visited Victoria as a tourist 
many times in the 1960s, and felt that 
Victoria was a proper setting for the 
record of much of his life’s work, says 
Gerwing. After his death in 1984, his wife 
Lady Betjeman wanted his collection to 
be housed together, and two years later 
asked the firm of Bertram Rota, a London 
bookseller, to offer it to UVic. 

When Gerwing was informed of the 


availability of the Betjeman papers in the 
spring of 1986, it was a time of tight 
budgets. More than one year and much 
paperwork later, he was able to purchase 
the papers with the $33,000 grant from 
SSHRC’s Specialized Research Collec¬ 
tions program. 

After the purchase of the basic collec¬ 


tion in 1972, many additions nad been 
made from fellow artists and writers, and 
friends and admirers. Before the recent 
arrival of the “second half’ of the archive, 
the collection had grown to some 250 
monographs, 650 pamphlets and journal 
contributions, and 50,000 letters in types¬ 
cript and autograph.

The Adaskin Years: 

A Celebration of Can¬ 
ada’s Arts, 1930-1970 

As a major part of the University of Victoria’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary celebrations, the Faculty of 
Fine Arts is devoting some six weeks, from February 
12 to March 26, 1988, to a multi-disciplinary arts 
festival, focusing on Canadian music, drama, litera¬ 
ture, radio and visual arts of the period 1930-1970. 
The outstanding contributions of Murray Adaskin 
and Frances James Adaskin to Canadian musical life 
and to Canadian art and culture in general will serve 
as the cornerstone of The Adaskin Years: A 
Celebration of Canada’s Arts, 1930-1970. 

The Festival will feature various musical and theatri¬ 
cal performances, exhibitions, lectures and readings 
including: 

• exhibition, at the Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery; of the Adaskin collection (approx. 120 
paintings and drawings), a fascinating cross-section 
of Canadian visual arts in this forty-year period and a 
highly personal record of the Adaskins illustrious 
friends and associates; 

• Gala Public Performance at the UVic Auditorium, 
honouring the Adaskins on March 4; 

• a number of performances by the faculty and stu¬ 
dents of the School of Music, and by guest artists, of 
the works of Murray Adaskin and other composers 
of the period; 


• production by the Department of Theatre of a major 
Canadian drama, Fisherman’s Revenge; 

• readings by six of the most important Canadian wri¬ 
ters and poets active during the period: W.O. Mit¬ 
chell, Dorothy Livesay, Al Purdy, Irving Layton, 
Miriam Waddington, and Adele Wiseman; 

• Tuesday night film series at the University’s Cine- 
centa, presenting Canadian short subject and fea¬ 
ture films from 1930-1970; 

• in-house production of six radio programs, each 
dealing with the social, cultural and political events 
of a particular year within the period 1932-1965, to 
be aired over the University’s radio station, CFUV; 

• re-broadcasts of performances by Frances James 
Adaskin over the University’s radio station, CFUV; 

• University Library exhibition of the literature of the 
period, including manuscripts and first editions 
housed in the Library’s Special Collections, and of 
Adaskin’s scores and memorabilia; 

• lecture series, bring leading specialists to the Uni¬ 
versity to examine the arts and broader culture of 
1930-1970, and the publication of a collection of 
essays based on these lectures; 

• scholarly conference, to be held on March 25 and 26, 
on the society, culture and politics in Canada from 
1930-1970, and the publication of a monograph of 
papers presented at the conference; 

• half-hour video documentary of the highlights of the 
Festival.

The University Centre Auditorium, 
opened in September 1978, is part of the 
$8 million dollar University Centre Com¬ 
plex designed by Wade Williams Partner¬ 
ships. The unique surround hall shape 
was the first of its kind built in Canada. It 
provides excellent acoustics and sight¬ 
lines from all seats and creates an atmos¬ 
phere of intimacy and participation that 
promotes action and reaction between 
audience and performers.

Nobel Laureate 

lectures 

on 

supramolecular 

The winner of the 1987 Nobel Prize of 
Chemistry is at UVic this week, as a 
Lansdowne visitor giving free public lec¬ 
tures on the topic of supramolecular 
chemistry. 

Dr. Jean-Marie Lehn, 49, was named 
the 1987 Nobel Laureate Oct. 14, approx¬ 
imately three years after he received the 
invitation from the Department of 
Chemistry to be a Lansdowne visitor in 
the fall of 1984. 

Lehn is an internationally acclaimed 
pioneer in the field of supramolecular 
chemistry, whose work has led chemists 
to expand their area of attention from 
the properties of individual molecules to 
the properties of co-operative associa¬ 
tions of several molecules. 

Lehn is Professor of Chemistry at the 
Universite Louis Pasteur de Strasbourg 
and the College de France in Paris. He 
has been awarded the 1987 Nobel Prize 
along with Charlie J. Pederson and D.J. 
Cram, for work they have done on a 
class of compounds called crown ethers. 

“Lehn really is the father of the field. 
This is a very appropriately awarded 
Nobel Prize," says Dr. Tom Fyles of the 
UVic Chemistry Department, who 
worked as a post-doctoral fellow in 
Lehn’s lab at Strasbourg from 1977-79, 
and in the spring of 1986 on study leave. 


United Way 
going strong 



Donations to the United Way 
Campaign on campus had 
reached $32,550 by The Ring 
deadline Oct. 20, an increase of 
$11,073 over the amount reported 
two weeks ago. 

The goal for this year's cam¬ 
paign is $49,500. 

“We are doing very well. Cer¬ 
tainly in the education field, we 
are looked to as the leaders," says 
campaign co-chairman Joan 
Thomson (Personnel). 

More people at UVic are partic¬ 
ipating in this year's United Way 
Campaign than ever before, adds 
co-chairman Peter Darling, 
Director of Supply and Technical 
Services. 

Active volunteers in the cam¬ 
pus campaign this year number 
about 15, compared to two or 
three for previous campaigns. 
The chairmen attribute much of 
the increased support to the lead¬ 
ership of Dr. Bruce Andrews, 
head of the Education Division of 
the United Way, and former 
member of the UVic Education 
Faculty. 

Union locals 951 (office 
employees and technicians) and 
917 (outside workers) are being 
very supportive. “Their partici¬ 
pation is very evident and appre¬ 
ciated," Darling notes. 

Almost 109,000 people were 
assisted through the United Way 
last year. Of these, some are UVic 
students with physical disabili¬ 
ties who are able to continue their 
studies partly due to United Way 
assistance. 


“He fundamentally is a pure scientist 
in a field that is by its very nature app¬ 
lied," Fyles says. 

Lehn's work in supramolecular chem¬ 
istry has enabled him to produce artifi¬ 
cial molecular catalysts that begin to 
approach the activity of enzymes. He 
has taken important steps toward the 
modelling of the living cell, by synthes¬ 
izing compounds that transport specific 
ions across cell membranes. 

He is the author of nearly 300 scien¬ 
tific publications, and is in great 
demand as a world-renowned speaker. 
He is speaking today (Oct. 23) at UVic at 
2:30 p.m. in Elliott 167, on Supramolecu¬ 
lar Chemistry: Prospects. Yesterday he 
'delivered two lectures, on Supramolecu¬ 
lar Chemistry: Receptors, and on Supra¬ 
molecular Chemistry: Catalysis & 
Transport. 


Top award 
to Wenger

The Sports Canada Achievement 
Award for 1987 has been awarded to Dr. 
Howie Wenger of the UVic School of 
Physical Education. 

Wenger was named as the second 
recipient of the award on Oct. 7 by the 
Canadian Association of Sports Scien¬ 
ces, for his outstanding achievements in 
the development of sports sciences in 
Canada. 

He came to UVic from the University 
of Alberta in 1980. and for the past six 
years in his research has concentrated 
on enhancing physiological perfor¬ 
mance through specific training 
regimens: 

Wenger's initial interest in biochemis¬ 
try has provided a solid foundation for 
the applied nature of his current 
research, says Dr. David Docherty, in an 
account submitted to CASS prior to the 
award announcement. 

“He is an outstanding teacher at the 
University of Victoria and regarded as a 
major scholar in the faculty and 
university-at-large. 

“Since 1979, Dr. Wenger has been 
extensively involved as a consultant for 
national and professional athletes. In 
particular, he has had long, productive 
associations with the Olympic hockey, 
rowing, alpine skiing, and middle dis¬ 
tance teams. The continued use of Dr. 
Wenger as a fitness and testing consul¬ 
tant is testament to the significant con¬ 
tribution he has made to these 
programs," Docherty adds. 

Wenger has published extensively, 
and served as President of CASS in 
1980-81. He is currently on the sport 
science committee for Hockey Canada, 
on the CASS/Sport Canada committee 
investigating overstress in elite ath¬ 
letes, and a member of the B.C. Sport 
Medicine Council—Physiology Unit. 

Recommendations 
on wilderness 

Wilderness Decision-Making: A Compar¬ 
ative Study of Experiences in British 
Columbia, Australia and New Zealand, is 
the topic of the latest Cornett Occasional 
Paper from the Department of 
Geography. 

Recognizing that wilderness preserva¬ 
tion has become a political issue in several 
countries in recent years, this 160-page 
study examines the experiences of three 
countries attempting to deal with the 
issue.
